So much has been said and written 
these last few years regarding the 
plight of farmers, and so many pre- 
scriptions dave been given for put- 
ting him on his feet, that we rather 
hesitate to evem broach the subject. 

It seems to us, however, that all 
‘we have heard. and read has been 
aimed at controling the farmer’s pro- 
duct—loaning him more money with 
whic he can pay something on his 
past debts and run further into debt 
—or supplying him with a wet-nurse 
to tell him what to do, how to run 
his busniess, or to instruct him on 
his deportment. 

The writer is hot.a presidential 
candidate, so he may be excused if 
he suggests that the farmer doesn’t 
want more debts—or a 
farm board,...} a. free! 
market and a much lower cost of do- 
ing business—give him these two 
things and Mr: Farmer will take care 
of himself—come out of the terrible 
slump he is in, and make a place for 
himself without further interference. 

In other words, the farmer does 
not enjoy a free market for his wares 
—he cannot reach the market where 
his products are being sold today at 
good prices, and must accept, there- 
fore, whatever is offered him local- 
ly, where demand is very limited. 

For instance, here in Newark we 
are today paying 50c. a dozen for 
fresh eggs, yet we know that eggs 
in the farming districts have been 
selling at varying prices from 5 cents 
to 10c. a dozen. 

In one farming section we heard 
from recently farmers were getting 
only 8 cents a bushel for husked 
corn, including delivery by truck to 
the local buyer—we are paying here 
in Norwalk 73 cents a bushel. 

The trouble is that freight rates, 
which, by the way, are often found 
to Idave been doubled since the war, 
are so exorbitant that they shut the 
farmer out of his markets complete- 
,|ly. 

As we have stated in many editor- 
ials dealing with present-day econo- 
mics, we can have no return to pros- 
perity until there is free interchange 
vf merchandise, and this applies just 


|as much to the products of the farm 


and all other products taken out of 
the ground as it does to manufactured 
goods. 

Give the fanmer a 50 per cent. re- 
duction in freigiht rates and he would 
begin to prosper at once. 

And, here again, this is just ano- 
ther example of the strangle-hold 

rganized labor and protected gov- 
rnment labor have on the rest of the 
ountry, for rail rates could easily 
be cut in half if our big politicians 
iad the guts to force a proper and 
ufficient cut in rail wages and re- 
luce rail taxes by reducing the wages 
f grossly overpaid government em- 
ployes, and efifecting other recogniz- 
d economies. 

The farmer’s fixed charges are eat- 
ng him out of house and home—his 
taxes are completely out of line, and 
the same is true of interest he is 
asked to pay. 

Give the farmer a ‘iicdadiiel Te- 
duction in the taxes which have been 
wished on him by unscrupulous poli- 
tictians, and lower interest rates to 
a point where they should be, and the 
farmer’s cost of doing business 
would at.once be in line and give him 
a chance to produce at a profit. 

Thus we may be permitted to sug- 
gest that what the farmer needs to- 
today are lower freight rates—lower 
taxca—lower iwtecrest rates—give 
him these three things and he will 
accomplish this without further help. 

One thing—none of the makeshift 


devices proposed, such as the allot- 


ment plan, debenture or the equal- 
ization fee, will have; any other ef- 
feet than to run hiny/ into debt_cer- 
tainly he waats no uiore credit to bur- 


den him and push him under. 

lt should always. be kept in mind 
that tarmers are just like any other 
red-wro0ded mcn—ait they want is a 
ouir and reasonabie daance to com- 
pece on even terms with the rest of 
une world, and they can and will take 
care of themselves.

Municipal and school board elections are over for another year through- 
out Canada’s western provinces. Reports indieate that, generally speaking, 
the elections this year were contested with -a Vigor surpassing that which 
usually characterizes such contests, This, no doubt, is but another result 
of the difficult and critical times through which the world is passing, the 
ihevitable outcome of which is discontent, dissatisfaction with whatever is 
done, no matter what its nature may be, or who may be responsible for the 
doing of it. Another factor accounting for the keenness of many contests 
was the entry of a political party in Provincial and Federal affairs into the 
realm of municipal affairs, thus introducing a new element, and in some 
eases a new bitterness, into municipal and school board elections, 


It is no doubt*true that at no time can meh and women, clothed with 
responsibility by their fellow citizens to direct public policies and manage 
public affairs, please all classes. No matter what they may do, or may leave 
undone, certain people will be dissatisfied. This, however, is especially true 
at a time like the present when all governing bodies are confronted with the 
two-fold task on exercising the strictest economy on the one ‘hand, and of 
being faced with the necessity of making extraordinary expenditures on the 
other hand. Both these things must be done,—the first because of falling 
revenues resulting from the inability of many people to pay taxes, and the 
second because prevailing conditions make it obligatory to provide work.or 
relief for countless numbers of people. The result is a demand for more and 
more so-called “free” services on the part of governments, for people who 
have not the means to obtain these services fot themselves, at a time when 
governments cannot possibly get the money to pay for the aforesaid “free” 
services. 

Dissatisfaction and discontent, ending in unreasonableness on the part 
of many, is the inevitable result. Those things which many people are 
demanding, if granted, mean thé imposition of still heavier burdens on 
others who are making a valiant struggle to keep their own heads above 
water and not become charges on the community. ‘Those whom the citizen- 
ship made responsible for administration of public policies and affairs thus 
found themselves between two fires, and, with their hands tied financially, 
making it impossible for them to do many of the things they undoubtedly 
would have been glad to do were it only possible, 


Some experienced and conscientious public servants have, as a result 
of this general dissatisfaction, been defeated, their places on public bodies 
being taken by others, some of whom, again, have captured the popular 
fancy and support as a result of more or less sweeping promises which they 
will soon discover they, too, with all the best intention in the world, will be 
unable to fulfill. 
_ Service on municipa) councils, school boards, and other public bodies is, 
at best and under the most favorable circumstances, a more of less thank- 
less task, while under present prevailing adverse conditions it is even more 
‘go; “inViling, as it does, little but abuse, misrepresentation of motives and 
acts, and loss of whatever popularity a person may have possessed. Such 
sérvice also involves no small sacrifice on the part of the person accepting 
public office, In these days it requires every moment of one’s time and 
energies to keep their own.personal business. matters in solvent shape. 
. .eglect of them means diaster. : 


But service on. public, bodies is a public duty. It is a duty that must be 
discharged by some one, and those who are willing to thake the sacrifice are 
deserving of the thanks and cordial goodwill of their fellow citizens, regard- 
less of the fact that their every act may not meet with approval. 

Therefore, now that the smoke of our municipal. and school board 
battles has-floated away, now that the decisions of the majority haye been 
rendered, it behooves all citizens of good will, and loyal to the democratic 
institutions of this country, to get behind their representatives whoever 

‘they may be, and, irrespective of the fact whether ‘they were their personal 
choice or not, give them a helping hand. Let carping criticism now cease. 
Let all personalities be forgotten. Rather, let one and all stand unitedly in 
support of their elected representatives and work harmoniously together 
with one single purpose of doing the best possible under existing circum- 
stances, helping each other, and thereby helping all. 

And in so doing greater consideration may well be given to this impor- 
tant fact which too many people are rather inclined in these troublous days 
to forget, namely, that more can be learned from the experiences of the past 
than from all the text books of theories or the idealistic visions of inexperi- 
enced and untried visionaries. What is good in the past we should retain, 
while that which, through experience, we have learned to be weak and faulty 
should be remedied or disregarded, being substituted by what that same 
experience has shown to be needed, rather than to invoke some purely 
theoretical idea which, when put to the test of practical operation, is more 
likely than not to land us in a deeper morass than the one from which we 
are striving to extricate ourselves.

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With twenty-nine of the probable 
forty volumes of its history of the 
world war how completed, Great Bri- 
tain is well ahead of all the other 
belligerent powérs in the preparation 
of an official story of the events of 
the years 1914-1918 for the benefit of 
the living as welt as of postexity, It 
is thought that the last volume will 
be réady twenty years hence, but that 
is really more of a guess than a cer- 
tainty. 

Froni the historical section of the 
committee of Imperial Defence, under 
whose aégis Britain's coniprehensive 
memorial of the past and guide for 
the future is béing prepartd, this cor- 
respondent has just obtained a de- 
tailed account of how this herculean 
task is being handled So far it has 
cost 200,000 pounds sterling, though 
that. total includes the cost of archi- 
val work which would. have to be 
done anyway. 

Of the histories completed there 
are: Naval Operations, 5 volumes; 
Merchant Navy, 8; Sea-borne Trade, 
3; Gallipoli Campaign, 2; Egypt- 
Palestine, 2;- Mesopotamia, 4, and 
Togoland and Cameroons, 1. In addi-

Each unit kept exact records of the 
events and movements of every hour 
of the day in ther logs, which never 
numbered fewer than six in current 
use, and often as many as fourteen 
in a flagship.

This 
is no time for extravagant expendi- 
tures on the militia, and any reason- 
able economy would be welcome by 
the public; but it would be folly to 
let the impression get out that the 
Canadian militia is an entirely use- 
less organization.

No other belligerent nation, it is 
asserted, can show such progress 
with their histories, although many 
are said to employ far larger staffs 
at much greater cost. Those who 
carp at the cost of the work are re- 
minded that to date the expenditure 
represents, roughly, half an hour’s 
expenditure by the British in warfare 
during the last year of the conflict.

The boat struck a 
sandbank, and through that trying 
time Sister Wray just stayed by the 
side of the stricken man and carried | 
on her nursing.

Tuberculosis is a curable. disease, 
visiting doctérs were told by Dr. 
Frank Miller, of Los Angeles, a spe- 
cialist in lung diseases, speaking be- 
fore the Southwest Clinical Confer- 
ence at Kansas City. 

Dr. Miller said he spoke from ex- 
perience when he told victims of this 
disease to look into the future with 
hope, as he himself has been cured of 
the disease. 

The great majority of cases were 
amenable to treatment, he said, if 
the patient is, willing to submit to 
the necessary ‘treatment and to live 
carefully. And moreover, he de- 
clared, persons who have been pro- 


nounced cured of the disease are! 


just as good risks, if not better, for 
life insurance companies than other 
persons, 


by poor health, they have learned 
how to care for themselves, and will 
not subject their bodies to the strains 
other persons will. 

Dr. Miller does not put considerable 


| stress on the supposed hereditary na- 


| ture of the disease. 

“Fifty per cent. of all persons have 
some kind of tuberculosis infection,” | 
he said; “but only about one-third of ! 
these ever become clinical cases’’ 

The most important aid to success- 
ful. treatment, the doctor said, was 
the early recognition of the symp- 
toms, and prompt systematic treat- 
ment. 

After once having been cured a 
person may live wherever he pleases, 
Dr. Miller said. 


Auto Driving At Night 


Many Prefer It But Daylight Driving 
Is Safer 

Many motorists prefer to do their 
long distance summer driving, or 
part of it, at night. The preference 
is based upon the fact that it is 
cooler, traffic is lighter, and glaring 
sunlight is absent. 

While these assumptions are cor- 
rect, several other aspects of the 
subject are worthy of consideration. 
One is that it is easier to fall asleep, 
doze or relax on a deserted road than 
on one where traffic presents a con- 
stant stimulus to wakefulness. The 
accident records of, truck drivers 
amply sustain this point. 

Another fact to consider is that 
maximum driving speeds should 
be lower than in the daytime be- 
cause of greatly reduced visib‘lity. 
The absence of other vehicles tends 
to induce higher speeds than 40 miles 
an hour, which is about the limited 
safe speed for the average car's 
headlights.—Toronto Star.

Figures Are Lower 


Record Shows Fewer Canadians Re- 
turning From United States 

Only 10,472 Canadians. returned 
from the United States during the 
six-months period ended September 
30, 1932, as compared with 56,957 for 
the full 12-months period ending in 
1927. The highest figure touched 
since records werc first collected. 

Since 1927 the total has declined 
year by year and as the past six 
months constitutes the busiest period 
of the year for the influx of prodigals, 
it is not expected that the total for 
the full year will exceed 20,000. 

Of the 10,472 returned Canadians 
for the six-month period under re- 
view, 2,188 settled in the maritime 
provinces, 2,494 in Quebec, 3,573 in 
Ontario, 783 in the prairie provinces 
and 1,434 in British Columbia. 

It was determined from question- 
ing 27,084 returning Canadians that 
42 percent were born on farms in 
Canada; 34 percent had actual farm 
experience ‘and. 29 percent were re- 
turning with the fixed intention of 
engaging in agricultural pursuits. 


Famous Cow Path 


Valuable Property In Chicago Can Be 
Used For No Other Purpose

THE SASKATOON SANATORIUM 


One of three similar institutions 
operated by the Saskatchewan Anti- 
Tuberculosis League. The others are 
located at Fort San and Prince Al- 
bert, and all are equipped to provide 
the most effective treatment known 
to medical science for coping with 
this dread disease. Approximately 750 
patients are under constant treatment 
at these three centres, but thanks 
to the preventive work rendered pos- 
sible by the sale of Christmas Seals, 
the death rate from tuberculosis was 
lower and the number of new cases 
less in 1931 than in the previous year. 

During the last ten years the death 
rate among the white population of 
Saskatchewan has been reduced from 
40 to 28 per 100,000 population. In the 
year 1931 Canada dug 7,627 graves 
for tuberculosis patients, 
and in the same period 
Saskatchewan dug 335 
graves. When we figure 
out the cost of these tuber- 
culous deaths, taking into 
consideration travelling 
expenses to the Sanator- 
jum, one year’s illness in 
the Sanatorium, one year’s 
lost wages, and the funer- 
al expenses, we find that 
there is well over $2,200.00 of a:

you have three-quarters of a million 
dollars for Saskatchewan alone. And} 
we must remember that this loss is 
preventable. 

Prevention means earlier discovery, | 
less spread of the disease, a shorter 
period of treatment, more recoveries, 
less new cases and less suffering and 
cost to the community. 

Treatment is provided for out of 
taxes, and in Saskatchewan today, the 
Rural and Urban Municipalities are 
called upon to make their contribu- 
tion while the Provincial Government 
also pays its proportion. The tubercu- 
losis levy charged to the municipal- 


oes ee ey get cee ee eae oe " | ities in Saskatchewan, both rural and 


urban, in 1930 amounted to $575,- 
574,00. The levy in 1932 was $486,- 
832,00—a reduction of $138,742.00 in 
1932 under 1930, The per diem cost 
in 1929 was $3.02; in 1930, $2.92; in 
1931, $2.65; and the estim&ted cost for 
1932 is $2.55. 

This, however, is not enough and, if 
the disease is to be stamped out, pre- 
ventive work must be carried on. 
There is no assistance given by the 
municipalities, or by the Government, 
to do preventive work. The sale of 
Christmas seals provides the revenue 
for this purpose. The old saying “pre- 
vention is better than cure” applies 
with particular force in this connec- 
tion. Preventive work is the most im- 
portant phase of anti-tubercular work 
and this is financed by voluntary con- 
tributions. 
Christmas Seals last year, 
6,914 persons in Saskatch- 
ewan received examination 
or other attention, The 
money raised by the sale 
of Christmas Seals helps 
finance the care of new- 
born babes whose mothers 
were tuberculous; 
pay for the examination of 
those who have been in 
contact with tuberculous 
patients; helps finance the examina- 


cians of having tuberculosis, and helps 
carry on an educational campaign. 
Letters have been mailed to resi- 
dents of every community in 
katchewan containing sheets of 
Christmas Seals. Their value is one 
dollar a sheet--one cent a seal. These 
seals brighten up letters and parcels 
and the revenue they bring in helps 
to promote a great and necessary hu- 
manitarian work. Because the times 
are difficult the need for preventive 
work is greater than ever and the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Léague confidently 
relies upon the generosity of the peo- 
ple of Saskatchewan to enable it to 
meet whatever demands may be made

Pattern Makers Get . 
Ideas From Crystals 


Many Beautiful Designs Are Obtained 
For Dress Materials 

Some of the loveliest patterns used 
in dress materials today are due to 
the chemist’s microscope. Many 
liquids as they. dry form crystals of 
perfect shade with lovely lines of 
delicate tracery. Curiously. enough, 
some of ‘the most beautiful patterns 
come from: the crystals of poisonous 
or’ pernicious. drugs; such as opium 
or cocaine or cyanide. 

It. was a woman who discovered 
that in crystals there is a wonder- 
ful seriés of patterns for dfess ma- 
terials. Mme. Guillot, ‘a Frénch scien- 
tist, was looking through a micro- 


scope at the crystals of citric acid)’ 


when the inspiration came to her. 
She took photographs ‘through the 
microscope and sent them to de- 
signers, not telling them what they 
represented, They were received 
with acclamation. 

But crystals are by no means the 
only microscopic objects which are 
pressed into the dress designer's ser- 
vice. Certain germs and microbes 
arrange themselves in wonderful pat- 
terns, and there’ are beautiful de- 
signs to be found in microscope pic- 
tures of the veins and muscles of our 
bodies, 

Microbe dresses are becoming 
fashionable, and ‘‘dope” silk is now 
all’ the rage. The latter contains 
designs which are faithful copies of 
the crystal patterns of some of the 
drugs made from opium.—Tit-Bits.

Most Sensitive Machine 


Shows Amount Of Acidity and Ripe- 
ness Of Various Fruits 

An electrynx, or “electric palate,” 
that tastes and gives readings of the 
acidity, or juice character and also in- 
dicates the ripeness of apples, 
oranges, lemons and other fruits and 
vegetables, together with the record- 
ing of the acid contents of tea and 
coffee, has been developed by R. C. 
Hitchcock, electronic engineer. It was 
demonstrated for the first time in 
New York recently. gle. 

This latest. scientific achievement is 
80 sensitive that-it records the action 
of, one-millionth of an ampere, or 
about one-tenth the “wing power” of 
an-ordinary house: fly and is 100 per 
cent. more sensitive than any of its 


‘type now on the ‘market. Previous 


recording meters of this sensitivity 
were expensive and not’ readily port- 
able. The electrynx was primarily 
designed for the measuring of the 
minute currents that flow in photo- 
electricitube circuits, or “electric 
eyes,” that are used in sound-motion 
picture projectors or other light and 
sound sensitive devices.

It 
contains Wolfe’s orders for the ex- 
pedition up the St. Lawrence river, 
as dictated by him for preparations 
of the expedition, the siege of Quebec 
and the secret orders for the land- 
ing at what is now Wolfe’s Cove, 

The book is the property of Nou- 
lan Couchon, of Ottawa, town plan- 
ning expert and engineer, a, member 
of one df Canada’s oldest and most 
distinguished French-Canadian fam- 

ies.

“All my books and papers, both 
here and in England, I leave to 
Col. Carleton.”

 Dianionds Have Many Uses 


More Than Half World’s Production 
Used Yearly In Industry 

With the stability Of gold held in 
doubt by some economic experts as 
the result of thé abandonment of the 
gold standard in numerous foreign 
countries and the renewed talk of bi- 
metallism, many people have been 
putting their wealth in diamonds, .ac- 
cording to a National Geographic re- 
port, 

With the United States the world’s 
greatest diamond consuming country, 
Americans appear to lead the fright- 
ened ones who believe diamonds safer 
than gold. . 

Stating that the precious stones are 
one of the few commodities which 
have met with favor under the reign 
of the world’s present bogeyman—De- 
pression, the report says not only 
have diamonds held their value while 
other commodities tumbled, but the 
price of the gems is on the upgrade. 

“Two reasons stand out in account- 
ing for the diamond’s amazing ability 
to move ‘against the trend’,” the re- 
port adds, 

“In times of depression there is a 
tendency among certain peoples to 
condense and stabilize accumulated 
wealth by putting it into gems. Since 
1929, more than half a million carats 
of diamonds, valued at over $30,000,- 
000 have entered this country. Were 
the entire diamond holdings. of the 
United States at the present time 
divided equally among the nation’s 
population, each family would own 
between $150 and $200 worth of dia- 
monds. 

The second reason for the ability 
of diamonds to withstand tle econo- 
mic adversity is the fact that re- 
search engineers have found many ad- 
ditional uses ‘for a substance so hard 
it may be used for bearings and drills 
where ordinary materials would 
quickly break down,” the report said. 

‘More than half of the world’s pro- 
duction of diamonds, in quantity, is 
used each year in industry, it added. 

“In watches, chronometers, electric 
apparatus, diamond bearings long ago 
proved their worth, Now holes are 
drilled in small diamonds and slen- 
der wires of platinum, silver, gold, 
and of her rare metals are drawn 
through them. Tungsten pulled 
through diamond dies has come out 
in an almost invisible strand ten 
times as fine as human hair, These 
wires, coiled 1,390 turns to the linear 
inch, form springlike filaments for 
electric light bulbg, 


“Other industrial uses for diamonds 
range from drills for glass, porcelain 
and similar substances to cutting 


edges for rock drilling and sawing. 


Only the imperfect and less valuable 
stones are used in industry. The ‘Pa- 
trician diamonds’ as in ages past, go 


into jewelry.”
